The Indians are clamoring to go back 
heme. They are representatives of a tribe 
of 189 members, and a letter received Mon- 
day, telling them of the death of twenty- 
five of their people, has cast a deep gioom 
upon the camp. 

They are at least two week's journey 
from their native island. Permission to 
go home at oncc has been refused them, 
and they await a reply to a touching letter 
in which they beg full particulars of the 
fatel malady. 

“Cannibal Bob” is the central figure of 
interest.
